. The people of Chicago have, in the de- 
elared result of the election for the Town 
of South Chicago, a direct and unmistakable 
evidence of the boldness and the confidence 
of the criminal class, and of the determination 
of that class to perpetuate their control and 
government of the city. This result is not 
merely a defiance to the Republican party, 
but to the Democratic party, and to the 
law-abiding, tax-paying, honest people of 
‘all classes. The declared result of this elec- 
tion is that this criminal class have seized 
the taxing machinery of government, and de- 
fiantly ask, What are you going to do 
about it ?”

The peculiar ingenuity and unblushing 
audacity of the ballot-box ers in the 
recent town election, wKerehy both the 
tickets were deliberately out of the 
boxes andthe old town o substituted, 
must not discourage the of Chicago 
from doing their full duty at the city elec- 
tion which occurs a week from next Tuesday. 
The late experience should rather prompt 
them to renewed action, with a firmer deter- 
mination than ever to break down the fraudu- 
lent combination against the tax-payers and 
punish the ringsters. So solid a front should 
be opposed to the scoundrels that even their 
audacity shall be dismayed. So thorough 
and sweeping a reform should be made in 
all the local offices that they will have no- 
where to look for countenance or comfort. 
The defeat of the popular will by fraud must 
be followed by the reassertion of the popular 
will in still stronger terms. One of two ro- 
sults must ensue. Either the ringsters and 
ballot-box stuffers must give way before 
popular indignation, or that indignation will 
grow in strength and proportions until it 
shall resort even to violence for its remedy. 
We hope for the former, but there is now a 
deep-rooted sentiment among the people 
which will not avoid the latter if come it 
must. 

The first stand must He made at the elec- 
tion of Aldermen.

Under the present 
charter the Council has the power to do and 
undo anything and everything in local gov- 
ernment. It controls, directly or indirectly, 
all the expenditures, contracts, and appoint- 
ments. If in full sympathy with the present 
Mayor, who insists upon holding the office 
in defiance of the popular will, they can 
together load down the people with a burden 
of taxation which Chicago can no longer 
sustain. They will do it. It is for this they 
are striving. There will never be another 
opportunity so favorable for routing them, 
horse, foot, and dragoons. Thé fight must 
be made on the Aldermen. The general 
ticket is comparatively unimportant; in any 
case, it will follow the Aldermanic vote. But, 
in the case of Aldermen, the voters of each 
district must decide for themselves who are 
the best men to represent their interests in 
this emergency. We believe, as a whole, the 
Republican nominations for the Council are 
the best; but, wherever a citizen is satisfied 
that the candidate on the opposite ticket will 
serve better the interests of the tax-payers, 
then it is his duty to cast his vote according 
to that conviction. The importance of local 


interests at this time is paramount to that of 


partisan interests. It is more necessary that

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THE FARWELL HALL MEETING. 

The immense assemblage at Farwell Hall 
last night was an unmistakable manifesta- 
tion of the readiness of the decent popula- 
tion of Chicago to promptly respond to the 
question, What they are going to do” 
about maintaining the right of self-gov- 
ernment, which has been wrested from 
them by bummers and ballot-box stuff. 
ers? That is the question which has 
been thrust upon them by the high- 
handed outrages of Tuesday last. Of the 
thousands who packed the hall, and the 
other thousands who were turned away be- 
cause it was impossible to crowd in, there 


was none whose expression and bearing did / 


not attest the deep conviction that the time 
for talking had passed, and that the time 
for action had come. There was no effer- 
vescence of spluttering indignation. 
was too profound sense of the situation at 
this crisis for that. The vast audience was 
remarkably quiet; but it was the quiet of so- 
ber earnestness. There was no occasion to 
expatiate to the thousands of solid citizens 
gathered there, upon the atrocious out- 
rage praticed upon them by black-legs, 
ruffians, thieves and, tax-eaters. Of 
them all, unmistakably every man 
of that vast throng had come there not to 
discuss what should be done to restore Gov- 
ernment by the ballot-and rid the city of 
the rule of thieves and ballot-stuffers, but to 
do what must needs be done to accomplish 
that. 

Neither could it be mistaken that the 
thousands of honest citizens there assembled, 
and the thousands others they represented, 
had made up their minds what must needs 
be done to redéem the city from 
the regime of bummerism. There was 
no suggestion; of recourse to the courts for 
redress. The futility of that, with lawyers 
quibbles and packed juries, was felt by every 
man present. It neede d but a word to have 
led to the organization, then and there, of a 
Vigilance Committee not less than five thou- 
sand strong, which would forthwith have 
proceeded, with the order and precision of 
veterans executing their evolutions on parade, 
to have hanged the leaders in the villainy of 
Tuesday, and to have left the others an hour 
in which to quit the city forever, on penalty, 
if they refused, of like fate. With the calm- 
ness that comes of fixed purpose and con- 
scious strength, the great crowd waited for 
that word to be spoken. It was not uttered; 
but manifestly they went away with their 
determination unaltered, and, inspired there- 
will reassemble at the Exposition 
building Tuesday evening. They manifested 
no disposition for hasty action ; neither did 
the San Francisco Vigilantes who conducted 
their proceedings with as methodical order as 
that of the courts; and the example of the 
San Francisco Vigilantes was in the mind of 
every man present, and every reference to it 
provoked significant approval. It was remem- 
bered that at San Francisco the candidates 
fraudulently declared elected, and all their 
kind in office, were given choice between res- 
ighation and quitting the city at once, or 
short shrift of hemp; that the like alterna- 
tive was submitted to those of their gang 
whom it was not deemed necessary to hang, 
and that then the Vigilantes a decent 
city ticket to fill the vacancies in Office. Had 
it been submitted to vote last night, that is 
precisely what the eight or ten thousand voters 
in and about the meeting would unanimous- 
ly have voted to do, and would then 
have proceeded to do. From the temper 
evinced there, that is not unlikely what they 
may do Tuesday night; for never was there 
in our midst such wide-spread,settled convic- 
tion that forbearance has become disgrace- 
ful; that the law affords no remedy; and 
that the people's only relief is in taking it 
into their own hands. 


THE BEECHER BUSINESS. 

„ The combat thickens.” The last week 
witnessed important events in connection 
with Brooklyn affairs. Drs. R. S. Sronns 
and BUpmorox, this time in connection with 
the Rev. Dr. Tron, of the New York 
Tabernacle Church, the Rev. Dr. Wann, of 
the Independent, and Prof. Manrm, of the 
University, took a very decided step. It 
came about in this way. The Committee ap- 
pointed by the New York and Brooklyn As- 
sociation of Congregational Ministers, last 
autumn, to report whether steps should be 
taken in reference to Mr. Bxronrn, reported 
that further investigation was indispensable, 
but that it was not best for the Association 
to move until after it should appear what 
would be the result of the Commission raised 
by the recent Advisory Council, or of the 
Andover proposition of a council of investi- 
gation. This threw open for discussion the 
whole subject. The Association contains 
members who took an active part in the Ad- 
visory Council, and they were determined to 
obtain action that should virtually indorse 
the proceedings of that body. Hence the 
Rev. Dr. Hzwny M. Sronns (a cousin of the 
Rev. Dr. Ricuarp 8S. Srorrs), one of the 
Corresponding Secretaries of the American 
Home Missionary Society, who was a mem- 
ber of the Advisory Council, introduced a 
proposition to raise a committee of five to 
aid the investigations of the Council’s Com- 
mission by procuring and presenting evi- 
dence; of which committee Dra. R. 8. 
Sronns and Bup moro should be members. 

It has been understood that when Plymouth 
Church, to its astonishment, found that the 
result of the huge Advisory Council was met 
on every side with criticism and repudiation, 
and that its famous device of a Commission 
was likely to prove a mortifying failure,—not 
from lack of charges to be made, or of sup- 
posed evidence to be presented, but from an 
utter refusal of witnesses to appear before 
it,—it was determined to prevent such a re- 


sult if possible, and to put the machinery in 


motion. The proposition before the Asso. 
ciation seems to have been part of this plan.

A long and 
earnest’ discussion ensued, which resulted in 
the adoption of the proposition mentioned 
above, and in the rejection of Prof. Manrtix’s 
substitute, that the Association do its own 
nvestigating. The resistance to the pro- 
posed Committee’s action was on the ground 
that it would not command public confidence 
while connected with a Commission so widely 
repudiated by the denomination. 

After the action, a protest was submitted, 
setting forth this objection, and resolutions. 
were offered reciting the true doctrines of 
Congregationalism in the respects involved. 
When these were tabled, Dr. R. S. Sronzs, 
Bunmorox, and Tarron, and the Rev. Mr. 
McFaruanp (New York correspondent of the 
Congregationalist), withdrew from member- 
ship in the New York and Brooklyn Associa- 
tion. This probably means, first of all,, a de- 
termination to be out of the local Association 
which includes Henry Warp Bren. 
These distinguished ministers have submitted, 
as long as they think that duty required, to 
the unpleasant fact that they were members 
of the same Association, and were thus in- 
dorsers of his character and responsible for 


jen investigation of the charges made against 


him. Having failed to induce that body to 


take such a step as would command public, 


confidence, and thinking that it had commit- 
ted itself to revolutionary doctrines and prac- 
tices, they entered their protest and with- 
drew ; thus clearing their skirts of responsi- 
bility for Mr. Bronx and for the new Con- 
gregationalism. 

But probably something further is meant. 
The joint withdrawal of four such ministers 
points to united action in the future, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that several oth- 
ers are known to sympathize with them, 
such as Drs. Warp, Mastix, and Scuppzr. 
As every recognized Congregational minister 
is a member of some District Association, and 
through it of the State Association, these 
gentlemen will not be content with the mere- 
ly negative act of withdrawal. It has been 
supposed that Drs. Storrs and Bupmeron 
might become Presbyterians if no satisfac- 
tion could be had in their present relations. 
But this joint action with Dr. Tayior and 
others points to another course. They will, 
no doubt, proceed to organize a new Associa- 
tion for that region, to which will gather 
those like-minded, leaving Mr. Brrcurn to 
the immediate fellowship of those who be- 
lieve in his innocence. This step will make 
a profound sensation in the denomination, 
and will deepen the feeling which already ex- 
ists among the churches. It does not neces- 
sarily indicate a danger of like separa- 
tions elsewhere; because the sensitive- 
ness will naturally be less at a dis- 
tanco than in the Association where the 
accused man is a member, and on the ground 
where the criticised Council has been held. 
In other places, those of differing judgments 
will probably be satisfied with earnest discus- 
sion of the principles involved. Yet itis ev- 
ident that much sore feeling exists, and the 
special Congregational advocates of Mr. 
Bremm and Plymouth Church are under- 
stood to be loud in their condemnation of the 
ministers and religious papers that are not in 
harmony with their judgment. As to the de- 
nominational religious papers, the Advisory 
Council finds favor only with the Christian 
Mirror (Maine), whose proprietor and editor 
were members of that body. As the Jnde- 
pendent is wholly anti-Brzcurr, the Christian 
Union, BExcuEer’s own paper, would seem to 
be all that is left for their patronage of the 
undenominational papers, and that is report- 
ed to have fallen off immensely in its circu- 
lation since its editor was subjected to such 
serious charges. 

Meanwhile, the Andover movement is not 
yet doned. If the sixty days shall pass 
without the constituting of the Commission, 
or if the Commission shall begin the form of 
an investigation, when it is known that the 
principal witnesses refuse to appear before 
it because of its one-sided origin, the Ando- 
ver Church will probably renew its attempt 
to have a thorough investigation by a Coun- 
cil such as would be called to try charges 
against any other accused minister. If Plym- 
outh Church shall refuse to co-operate in this 
method, as now seems certain will be the 
case, Andover will proceed, alone or in asso- 
ciation with some other church, to call such 
a Council, to examine into offered evidence, 
and to decide whether denominational 
fellowship shall longer be extended to 
Mr. Bremm as @ minister. Perhaps 
the case of Mrs. Tron will suffice 
for action, after, in addition to the evidence 
of Mr. and Mrs. Moviron and Mr. Tiz7Tow, 
that of Mrs. Brapsuaw, Miss Antuowny, Mr. 
and Mrs. Ricuarps, Mr. CaRPENTER, and Mrs. 
Hooxer shall have been heard. If not, in- 
vestigation will probably be made of three or 
four of thé many similar cases which are 
alleged, by more or less definite rumor, to 
exist. Should the examination of them all 
yield no inculpatory evidence, not Mr. Buzcu- 
n only, but all Christendom, might be con- 
gratulated on the favorable termination of an 
unprecedented scandal.

THE DETAIL OF SOME OF THE FRAUDS. 
There was no time for stuffing the ballot-boxes 
before midnight at No. 204 La Salle street, but 
in one of the ballot-boxes that came in from one 
of the precincts something more than 1,000 
votes was put in. They being in, of course it 
was necessary to take some out, there being a 
register of all the votes cast, and there 
must be an agreement between the votes cast 
and the votes counted. Having stuffed in more 
than 1.000 votes, it was necessary to take out 
the same number. Bat, in taking out by hand- 
fuls, votes being small r more were taken 
out than they supposed, ao nesequently there 
was the deficiency between the number of votes 
on the lists. Another thing was necessary. If 
the boxes had been taken there and left, and 
counted singly, the discrepancy would have 
been discov „ and every one would 
have known that there was a fraud. But all the 
boxer being placed together at 204 LaSalle 
street, they dumped them and mixed them ali 
up tegether.

Like many other siugle passages in the Bible, 
this text contains a brief statement of a fact 
which evolves a fundamental doctrine in the faith 
of the human being. The fact is of the utmos: 
importance to all; nat to know it, if true, is to 
be left io a very sad condition. The doctrine 
taught by the fact is the main idea of what is 
familiarly called the Gospel. And the Gospel is 
a divine science, which al! human beings are in- 
vited to study. From it, as from the exanuna- 
tion of natural science, there comes tue realiza- 

vy sublime truths. 

rr is simply this: a Divine Being came 
into the wor lu to save mankind from perishivg. 
The doctrine of this salvation, as a revelation, 
is proclaimed tv the world in various forms, and 
styled she Gospel. The preacher of the el 
is one who teaches the doctrine of the salvation 
of the world through Christ. All people in a 
Christian country who read newspapers and 
who bear the sound of tbe church-belle kaow 
that it is assamed that this Christ is the Son of 
God, and chat, as a mau in the world, lie was 
known by the name of Jesus. 


indeed in e dangerous condition. As we haves 
clearer perception of God as a Divine Being em- 
bodying the sentiment of love, we realize our 
unfitvess for a hfe in eympathy and parinership 
with Him. 

We are there informed that there is a life not 
of this life, because it is cailed ‘everlasting 


life.” Here our nature responds to the truth of | 


tne fact, from our intuition and craving for 
something beyond this present life. We feel 
that we have the elements of immogtatity within 
us. 

_ Phe text teaches by inference that our peril is 
in perishing or being dead to that everiasting 
life or immortality. 

Then comes the assurance that there is a rem- 
edy, and mankind can be saved from thus per- 
ishing. And with the assurance there is the an- 
nouvcement that the remedy is devised in God's 
love for mankind, and that He has given His 
Son, in the plentitade of His loving kind- 
nest to save men from this last and perishing 
condition. 

if the condition is such as to call out such a 
demoustrauon from tae Divine Being, then it 
must be not only a perilous ove to man, but one 
of terrible conseqnences. 

The means of deliverance are simply aud 
clearly pointed out: Believing on this only be- 

otten Son of God. It must be a belief that He 
is able and will do it. It u a very simple meth- 
od. It is a sincere belief; u is an unconditionel 
belief. It is to go with the soul, the only por- 
tou we can carry with us beyond this life, to 
this Son, trusting to the promise, and He will 
save us. 

Tue promise is without limit. Whoever bo- 
lieveth on Him should not perish.” so that none 
may feel that they are debarred the great b.ess- 


ing. 

Fut the conditions are absolute. There must 
be belief,—belief that the Son will save; for 
without that belief none of the world will have 
that everlasting life. This belief has its par- 
allel in many other conditions and experiences 
of life. It is called faith. A person must have 
a conviction that he is in a lost state; as the lost 
traveler on the prairie becomes convinced that he 
has lost bis way, and does not know which way 
to turn, or where to go to tind his home; then 
he must have faith and follow the direction of 
the one who is able,” and savs, Follow me, 
or go where 1 tell you.” The person must have 


and the Father is this, To visit the fatheriess 
and widows ia their afiliction, and td keep him- 
self unspotted from the world. 

These verses (as thus translated) do not give 
the correct meaning of the original Greek. The 
word ‘‘seem” in verse 26 is from the Greek verb 
““dokeo,” which signifies ‘generally to think, to 
suppose, to presume. It should hese be trans- 
lated; If soy man among vou thinks (or sup- 
poses, or intagines) that he is, etc., *‘Seem is 
ambiguogs, inasmuch as it may mean “to 
Others,” whereas dokeo signiifes only “‘to 
bimself.“ The word * religious” ia verse 26, is 
from the Greek adjective threskos, which is 
a very rare word, and this is the only place 
where it is used in the New Testament. There 
is no English ward which expresses ite full and 
exact meaning. It is derived from the Greek 
verb chreskeuo, which signifies, to introduce 
and bold religious observances, to observe 
religiously, to worship, to adore. It signifies 
religious in said verse 26 in the sense of the 
observance of the outward forms of the service 
aod worship of God. The Eagus word *‘relig- 
on in verses, 26 and 27. comes from the 
Greek noun * threskeia,” which is also derived 
from the Greek verb “‘threskeuo,” hke the ad- 
jectrve threskos. The noun region does 
not give the correct meaning of the Greek noun 
“threskeia.” It (threskeia) ie used in only two 
other places in the New ‘lestament, viz.: Acts. 
XVI., 5, where it isttranslated in the common 
version, “religion,” and in Col., ü., 18, where it 
is rendered **worsbiping.” It, ‘* thres«xeia,”’ 
means ~“ religi service,” “worship,” in 
the sense of the outward observance 
of the service and worshi of God, 
hke threskos above. It, threskeia,” does 
not denote or signify piety of the heart, but ro- 
fers rather to the external manifestation of such 
piety. There is another Greek word used in the 
New Testameat to signify piety ef the heart, viz, 
“ eusebeis.”’ 

James evidentiy desired to warn those pro- 
fesaing Christianity against too great devotion 


to the observanos of the external forms of wor- 


ship. He taught them humilitv by declaring 
that worship pure and undefiled was to visit the 
widows aod orphans in their aillictions, and to 
keep themselves spoticess from the world.

TAXING CHURCH PROPERTY. 
REPLY TU GOV. Dix. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Cuicaco, April 7.—You publish in your issue 
of the 3d inst. a letter from ex Gov. Dix, of 
New York, to O:lando Mead, Esa., of Albany, in 
opposition to the proposition to tax church edi- 
fices. I think many who read it were surprised 
that so feebie an argumené should come from 60 
eminent a source. 

I cannot but think the author of the letter is 
led into serious error by confounding the spir- 
Itual church with its material habitation; tbe 
religious seutimeut and aspiration with iis 
bodily form and development. The religious 
sentiment, like love, like any emotion, is free to 
ali who seek it, and it may be enjoyed in the 
recesses of the soul without price. The pres- 
ente here of the bill-collector, of tho tax-gath- 
erer, is an impossible impertinence. Bat no 
emotion, no effort of will, can take concrete 
habe without material cost. The religious sen- 
timent loves to express itself in the open act of 
worship, in the gathering of the faithful for 
some form of service; and, when it reaches this 
point, it is uo longer free, but has passed from 
the domain of the purely spiritual into that of 
the material. Henceforth it must submit to + 4 
clogs and limitauons which hinder ali humdn 
effort. 

Our harsh and changeable climate, which the 
Governor do happily contrasts with that of 
Judea, *‘ radient with sunshine aud and peren- 
mal bloom,” compels suostaatial shelter aud ar- 
tillcial heat; and our denser population, espeaai- 
ly iu cities, renders the veceseary privacy aud 
seciumon impossible, except by means of walls 
and doors. Our modern babite demand the ap- 
plances for comfortable sitting aud kneeling, 
and the more fervid and enthusiastic feeling re- 
quires such elegancies aud spiendors as are to 
De fonnd specially iu the Catholle and the Rit- 
ualisiic Episcopal churches. All tnese appli- 
ances cost money, and so introduces the fuan- 
cial eiement into the Church, which, without 
these, might be kept upon tue bigh spiritual 
plane. 

Ihe Church, then, becomes, by force of cir- 
cumetances, the proprictor of real estate, and of 
buiidiner, more or tess costlv. in proportion to 
the wealth, the ambition, or the relimious enthu- 
fiasm of the gougregation. his property must 
be kept iu proper ooudidon. Ihe love must be 
neatiy kept, aud perhaps decorated with flowers, 
ivies; trees. Tbe building must be constantly 
repaired, and must be kept supplied with water, 
with gas, with fuel. Its mivister, choir, organ- 
ist, and sexton must be paid for their services. 

And after all that, the safety of the estate and 
its protection from wanton or malicious depre- 
dation depend upon the guarautées of the State, 
which can be afforded only by the expenditure 
of money in the executive, the judiciary, the po- 
lwe, aod the bundred arms of the civil force. 
Would Gov. Dix, as Warden or Treasurer, pay with 
equanumity the bili of the plumber, the glazier, 
the sexton, aud would he shrink with holy hor- 
ror from Grawing a check for his proportion of 
the cost of that protection, without which his 
churen might be plundered or destroyed with 
unpunity? As things go, the policeman is as 
necessary to the church as the minister. Why 
thonid pot their bills be paid with equal alacrity ? 

Gov. Dix calls the taxation of the church edi- 
fice a tax on the worsnip of Almiguty God, aud 
so it 16. But i not every dollar paid for the 
chureh lot, for. building and maintenance, 
equally a tax on the same worship? No doubt 
so eminent a citizen as Gov. Dix pays his own 
taxes promptiy and cheerfully. It is only when 
he regards the possibility that hie church may 
be taxed that the tax-gatherer becomes a mon- 
oy-chauger.“ to be driven with stripes from the 
temple, and the tax itself isa “ mercenary exac- 
tion.. 

When men of eminent position ani great in- 
flucnese throw contempt upon taxes and tax offi- 
cers, we must not wonder if bhumbier men are 
led by the force of example to adopi the same 
tone, and to resist or evade taxation upon what 
is as dear aud as sacred to them as ie the Gov- 
ernor’s church to him. And it is reasonable to 
sup that the exemption of costly church 
bu dings from taxation has ite effect in produc- 
ing upwillio to pay taxes among mauy upon 
whom the fact w foreed by contiguity of prop- 

or other wise. 

or the Government must be supportedAat 
somebody's cost. If a religious seaety wün- 
draws a quarter of a million dollars from us 
taxabie form and converts it into an exempted 
church lot and building, the amount of tax re- 
mitted there must stil be paid; but it falls on 
the rest of the community, whether they are iu- 
terested in that church or not.

A NcW PREACHER IN BOSTON. 
HIS MISSION TO TEACH OLBAR IDEAS ON RELIGION. 
Springfleld Republican. 

The sensation of the Boston cierical mind this 
spring is the preaching of the Rev. Joseph 
Cooke. This gentieman is a Congregational 
clergyman of New York birth, who was settled 
tome years ago in Lynn, but who has spent the 
most recent years of bis life at the English aud 
German universities. While at Lynn he inves- 
tigated the industrial evils of that community 
with great care, and preached upon them with 
such vigor as to produce an eruption from the 


. shoe-mauufacturers in the pews, which cast him 


out of his pastorate. Having no family. and be- 
ing of a studious turn of mind, he sought theo- 
logical instruction under the best modern mas- 
ters, becomnag especially familiar with the Ger- 
man liberal evangelical Tholuck, both theologic- 
a and personally. 

e has pow returned to Boston to preach, as 
be says, to the evangelical ministry of that city, 
because he can exercise from that centre the 
widest influence, as he apprebends, en theologi- 
cal thought. He began preaching some months 
ago on Mondays in the Meionaon Hall. His 
audiences at first were small, but gradually the 
ministers who ffeek inte Boston en that day 
have got wind of bis gospe!, and now the hall is 
crowded weekly. He preaches on Matchew Ar- 
noid, rationaliam, relation of modern science to 
the Bible, aud kindred themes, evincing great 
mastery of his su joct aud of bimeelf, rising, at 
times, to a plane of eloquence that enthuses the 
Methodist brethren into a volley of smens, but 
for the moet part expounding, in clear and close 
reasouiug, the philosophy of his theology. he 
recenily had awo or three sermons on the 
causes of American dishonesty. His gospel is 
to teach, he ways, *‘ clear ideas on religion,” the 
harmony of science with the Bible, and of trini- 
tarian orthodoxy with both, aud with reasoning. 
He achieves this last peint, practically, by di- 
luting orthodoxy of all ite old, Hero character, 
aud reduciog it virtually to something which the 
liberal Chiistian secta can scarcely discriminate 
ab different from their own beliefs. 

it was this union in him of high culture, elo- 
quent speech aud philosophical reconciliation of 
tue old with the new, that made Mr. Cooke 
sought for a series of addresses to the studenis 
ot Amherst College early in the winter. here 
nad been some development of the free relic- 
lous eptrit among the students that alarmed the 
fathers, and Mr. Cooke's labors, most acceptavie 
to all parties, seemed to bare beeu the begin- 
mug of @ reactionary religious movement that 
re-establiebes Amberst im Ms dominant and 
traditional orthodoxy. 

The Boston reporter has not yet discovered 
Mr. Cooke, but his discourses are having, we 
hear, a powerful effect on all who attend them 
orthodox, Baptist, Methodist, liberal. in showing 
tbe practical insiguificauce of the differences be- 
tween the sects and the possibility of future 
union. Thisis not Mr. Cooxe’s purpose, how- 
ever. He is no liberal or free-thinker, but his 
orthodoxy is very destructive of the old doxy 
which used to go by that name. As anew and 
more audacious departure from that standard, it 
16 all the more welcome that it clings to the old 
name. tl
